Little Voter Interest Seen 

by Elaine Skolnik 

Maryland Democrats and Republicans will be voting 
next Tuesday, March 3 for their presidential preference 
and delegates to their party’s conventions and for U.S. Sena¬ 
tor and Representatives to Congress. This year Maryland¬ 
ers will not participate in “Super Tuesday” as they did 
four years ago. Instead the election is being held one week 
earlier with the hope that greater candidate interest would 
be given to this state and therefore draw greater voter 
interest to the election. However, things did not work out 
as planned. Six other states will be having primaries on 
the same date, now being called “Mind-Super Tuesday.” 


Apparently, the action by 
Maryland to change the election 
date is not producing the hoped 
for result of greater voter in¬ 
terest. In Greenbelt, registration 
has declined by four percent even 
though the city's population has 
increased. In the county, the 
number of eligible voters is down 
slightly, while state figures show 
a small increase. (See chart). 

In addressing the voter apathy 
issue, some criticism has been 
directed at political organiza¬ 
tions for the “ineffectiveness” 
in conducting voter registration 
drives. Political analysts note 
that the change of the primary 
date from “balmy” May to 
“wintry” March also may be a 
factor in the reduced voter turn¬ 
out. 

The upcoming presidential pri¬ 
mary this Tuesday appears to 
have generated little interest in 
Greenbelt and Prince Georges 
County. However, some local po¬ 
litical pundits speculate that the 
message coming out of the New 
Hampshire primary — concern 
about jobs and the economy, 
health care and education, as 
well as the strong dissenting 
vote to President Bush given by 
New Hampshire Republicans and 
the convincing victory of former 
Senator Paul Tsongas of Massa¬ 
chusetts over his Democratic ri¬ 
vals—could stir voters to trek

to the polls in larger numbers 
than predicted. 

Convention Delegates 

Besides expressing presidential 
preference, voters will be elect¬ 
ing delegates to the political par¬ 
ties' conventions. In the Fifth 
Congressional District in which 
Greenbelt is located, six Demo¬ 
cratic and three Republican dele¬ 
gate seats are up for grabs. Two 
Greenbelters, Mary S, Royster, 
77130 Hanover Parkway, and 
Christopher Francis Maloney, 
7700 Hanover Parkway, are 
pledged to former California 
Governor Jerry Brown. Another 
Greenbelter, Thomas X. White, 8 
Woodland Way, is a delegate 
candidate pledged to former 
Massachusetts Senator Paul

Who's on the Ballot

When Greenbelt's Registered 
Democrats and Republicans close 
the curtains of their polling 
booths next Tuesday, they will be 
facing the designated primary 
ballots for the Fifth Congression¬ 
al Legislative District. Those who 
declined party affiliation or are 
registered in other than the Re¬ 
publican or Democratic parties 
are ineligible to vote on March 3. 

The upper portion of the bal¬ 
lot is reserved for Democrats, 
(the lower portion for Republic¬ 
ans. On the Democratic side the 
contenders for the presidential 
nomination are Edmund G. Brown 
Jr., Bill Clinton, Tom Harkin, 
Bob Kerrey, Lyndon H. LaRouche, 
land Paul E. Tsongas. There is 
also an “Uncommitted to any 
Presidential Candidate” lever. 

In the contest for United States 
Senator Don Allensworth, Walter 
Boyd, Scott David Britt, B. Em¬ 
erson Sweatt, Thomas M. Wheat- 
ley, and James- Leonard White, 
are ohailening inoumbent Barbara 
A. MikulskL Congressman Steny 
Hoyer is -being challenged by 
Richard Johnson. 

Sdxty-two candidates (see list 
elsewhere in this issue) are com¬ 
peting for delegate and alternate 
seats to the Democratic National 
Convention in July. 

On the Republican side, the 
presidential candidates are 
George Bush, and Patrick Bu¬ 
chanan, 

Pitted against each other for 
the nomination in the U. S. Sen¬ 
ate race are a field of 15 hope¬ 
fuls - James Henry Berry; John 
Joyce Friend-Nalepka; Herman 
J, Hannan; Stuart Hopkins; Alan

William H. Krehnbrink; Scott L. 
Meredith; Ross Z, Pierpont; Ed¬ 
ward Robert.

Petitions and Pleas Pay Off, 
Cuts in Library Hours Less

At the February 13 meeting of the Prince Georges 
County Library System’s Board of Trustees, the members 
voted to treat Greenbelt Library “equitably” in considering 
hours reductions made necessary by budget cuts. Specifi¬ 
cally, they restored six of the 18 hours the library adminis¬ 
tration had proposed to cut from Greenbelt’s weekly hours. 


At the January 9 meeting of 
the Board, the administration had 
proposed cutting Greenbelt dras¬ 
tically from 60 to 42 hours, in¬ 
cluding all day Monday. 

Over a three-week-plus period, 
Friends of the Greenbelt Library 
(FOGL) circulated petitions ask¬ 
ing citizens to support the prin¬ 
ciple of “sharing the burden” of 
budget cuts throughout the coun¬

ty rather than taking larger bites 
from Greenbelt's (and nearby 
New Carrollton's) hours. Volun¬ 
teers stood outside the library 
in freezing weather or (more 
comfortably) inside the Coop 
Supermarket. At least 2,294 peo¬ 
ple signed the petitions- 
Letters 

Over two dozen homeowner's 
associations and civic organiza¬ 
tions wrote letters as part of the 
campaign. There was an especial¬ 
ly strong response from area 
school officials and parents, 
through letters and personal 
contact. 

An appeal to the Greenbelt 
City Council brought a strong 
letter of support signed by each 
member of the Council. A swift 
reaction by former Greenbelt 
mayor and current Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Council Chairman 
Richard Castaldi came in the 
form of a long letter to the 
library system's director, William 
Gordon. He also met personally 
with Gordon to outline his con¬ 
cerns about the fairness issue. 


On Thursday, February 13, 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld (repre¬ 
senting the City) and his wife 
Muriel, members of FOGL's 
Steering Committee and other 
supporters (over 20) braved icy 
roads between here and the 
Bowie library to speak and show 
their support 

Greenbelters Speak 

Mayor Weidenfeld spoke first, 
stressing the City government's 
concern. Four members of FOGL 
followed: Pearl Siegel outlined 
the petition drive and urged 
equity for Greenbelt; Barbara 
Simon spoke about what the 
Friends had done for Greenbelt 
Library through service, fund¬ 
raising and publicity; Eileen Pe¬ 
terson reminded the Board that 
the people there were symbolic 
of the strong feelings about the 
importance of community libra¬ 
ries in the lives of all citizens. 
Judy Goldstein read an eloquent 
letter from Albert Herling, 1983 
Greenbelt Citizen of the Year 
and a pioneer library supporter, 
who led the drive in the 1960s 
to have the present library build¬ 
ing placed in the center of 
Greenbelt 

Tom Simon, head of adult ser¬ 
vices at the Greenbelt branch, 
spoke about the library's in¬ 
volvement in the community. The 
Board's response to this com¬ 
munity support was a unanimous 
vote to cut Greenbelt’s hours 
more in line with cuts at other 
branches. 

When will Greenbelt library 
be open ? Beginning Monday, 
March 9, the hours will be as 
follows: Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday from noon to 9 p.m ;

If Greenbelt were in New Hampshire, we suspect that 
we would be happy to see the end of a steady stream of 
Presidential candidates and media personalities into our 
town. They would be shaking hands with workers entering 
Goddard’s gates, greeting shoppers outside of Safeway or 
drinking coffee with the “Center Bums” at Roosevelt Center. 
Everyone and their uncles would be asked to give their 
opinion on the candidates and the outcome of the election. 

But such is not the case. Instead, the candidates, with 
limited funds, time and resources, are concentrating their 
post-New Hampshire efforts elsewhere. At best they seem 
to be giving this state a quick visit only to Baltimore and, 
for the Democrats, a debate this Saturday at the University 
of Maryland. One candidate has announced that Maryland 
is too rich and too much associated with the nation’s capitol, 
from whence all this country’s problems arise, to warrant 
his campaigning in it.

The candidates may be ignoring Greenbelt, but that 
does not mean that we should ignore them. Your vote can 
make a difference! But only if you vote this Tuesday. There 
is no more important civic duty.

6 f 1942 •— 
with a few updates , such as the present name of the 
paper) 

Last week we received a letter from a new resident.. . 
asking us when the boy was going to collect for the paper. 
Neighbor, the boy doesn’t collect for the Cooperator/News 
Review. It’s free to you, one of the few free things in a 
world of soaring prices and increased taxes. 

But you pay for your town paper indirectly through 
every advertisement published.. In a year we average just 
about enough advertising revenue to cover the printing 
bill and other costs of publication. The staff is made up of 
your neighbors who contribute their time, from two to ten 
or more hours a week. 

Begun as a mimeographed job, the Cooperator/News 
Review has maintained weekly publication through crisis 
after crisis, under 39 different editors. In 1939, the paper was 
printed with a photo-offset process, and a year later changed 
its format to an eight-page tabloid size. Last September 
(1942) the Cooperator changed to its present printed style— 
and here we are (and still are 50 years later). 

At one time the Cooperator considered all readers in 
town as owners of the news organ, and allowed any resident 
to vote for the editor in the semi-annual elections. Last fall, 
(1941) in order to establish a firmer financial basis for oper¬ 
ation and to insure continuity of publication the staff incor¬ 
porated the paper as a producer cooperative, the Greenbelt 
Cooperative Publishing Association. 

Any resident is welcomed on the staff with or without 
previous journalism experience. This is an amateur paper, 
which accounts for the way it looks and reads some weeks. 
We don’t make much money but we have a lot of fun. Come 
down to the office any Monday or Tuesday evening after 
8 o’clock. You will find us in our basement office at 15 
Parkway, and we will put you to work at once.

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"Ma Rainey’s Black 
Bottom” Is Tops 

by Linda Savaryit 

Ma Rainey’s Black Bottom, a 

play by African-American play¬ 
wright August Wilson, the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland’s third pro¬ 
duction for the ’91^92 season, is 
worth seeing not only for its en¬ 
tertainment value but also for 
its realistic portrayal of the dire 
effects of racism on a culture. 

The play takes place in a re¬ 
cording studio in Chicago in 1927. 
Blues singer Ma Rainey and her 
accompaniment of black musi¬ 
cians are set to record several 
blues songs. What occurs before 
and after the recordings is an 
emotional tug-of-war between the 
black artists who have the talent 
and the white management who 
have the power. 

Chaundra Cameron, who por¬ 
trays the temperamental Ma 
Rainey, catches the essence of 
her character to a tee. Speak¬ 
ing in a loud, commanding voice, 
she is interesting to watch as 
she desperately tries to get what¬ 
ever respect she can from her 
managers, even refusing to re¬ 
cord unless she has her usual 
coca-cola. She knows she has the 
talent that her managers need 
to exploit. 

But the real treat from her 
performance comes when she 
sings. Her rich and full voice 
fills the theater. One only wishes 
she had more songs to sing. 

Also good are the four black 
musicians, played by Donald 
Pailen as Cutler; Garnel Dyson 
as Toledo, Damien L, Asante as 
Slow Drag; and J. Andrew Fin¬ 
der as Levee, Their repartee and 
bantering among themselves are 
both amusing and intriguing as 
they try to make sense of a so¬ 
cial system that makes no sense. 

They deliver their lines so na¬ 
turally that one senses that one 
is listening in on a private con¬ 
versation and at the same time 
learning something about the Af¬ 
rican-American experience. 

Hence, the value of this play 
comes at the end, which is both 
shocking and haunting. For if 
there are questions of why black 
men are dying today at a too- 
young age, this play may answer 
them. 

Further performances of “Ma 
Rainey’s Black Bottom” will be 
given on Feb. 27-29 at 8 p.m. in 
the Tawes Theatre, University of 
Maryland.

Attends War Rally in Green belt

February, 1942—On Sat¬ 
urday the 21st, the “larg¬ 
est paying crowd in Green- 
belt history.” possibly as ma¬ 
ny as 1600 people based upon 
ticket sales, filled Center 
School for a Defense Rally. 
The most notable attraction 
of the evening was a talk 
by Eleanor Roosevelt. Her 
message was on the home 
front as a defense measure. 
Unfortunately, the Greenbelt 
Cooperator, this paper’s pre¬ 
decessor, reported very little 
about this visit, one of sev¬ 
eral by the first lady to 
Greenbelt. 

The rally raised over one 
thousand dollars to be used for 
local defense needs, primarily 
the purchase of first aid equip¬ 
ment. The sale of tickets — $1 
per couple, 10 cents for each 
child — raised $750. A Miss De¬ 
fense Hally contest conducted 
during the month added another 
$200 by residents' voting for 
their favorite candidate with do¬ 
nations. Helen Kaighn, sponsored 
by the American Legion, was de¬ 
clared the winner. 

In order to help with the fund 
raising, the Cooperator sold its 
February 20 “Rally edition” for 
5 cents a copy. This is a rare 
time that the Greenbelt paper 
was not delivered to residents 
free of charge. The rally bene¬ 
fited to the tune of $30, indicat¬ 
ing a sale of 600 copies. 

Other rally events included a 
speech on US.-Japanese rela¬ 
tions by Professor W. A. Scharf- 
fenberg, who had spent 22 years 
in the Orient and seen “Jap 
atrocities.” The Greenbelt Com¬ 
munity Band played a concert 
wearing their new uniforms for 
the first time in Greenbelt's col¬ 
ors of green and white. The 
residents danced to Joe Baldwin's 
Orchestra, the cost for which set 
back the committee by $36. Mrs. 
Leon Benefiel was chairman of 
the rally, wearing a red evening 
blouse and a black skirt. 

Waste Drive, Sugar Shortage 

In other defense measures, 
the town held its first “Wax on 
Waste” drive since Pearl Har¬ 
bor to collect newspapers, card¬ 
board, string and scrap metal. 
In order to alleviate a shortage 
due to hoarding and a 50 percent 
reduction in supplies, the Co-op 


food store began rationing the 
sale of sugar and offered to buy 
sugar back from its residents. 
This effort apparently was suc¬ 
cessful and received publicity in 
the Washington papers. The 
Town Council gave $1,500 to the

Defense Council. 

On February 13, in one of its 
numerous editorials, the Coop¬ 
erator rallied its readers “to 
work and work and work ... to 
dig in and fight ... to get mad, 
neighbor ... if we ever want to 
see again all those things we 
liked so well about our daily 
life here in America, here in 


Greenbelt.” “It's not somebody 
else's war—it's ours, your fight 
and mine.” 

Measles Epidemic 
By the end of the month, the 
paper declared a measles epi¬ 
demic with 85 cases being report¬ 
ed. By March, the problem was 
diminishing^ Two cases of ap¬ 
pendicitis caused concern, as 
there was delay in obtaining 
treatment due to the closing of 
the hospital. Efforts to get the 
Federal Government to reconsid¬ 
er its decision on the closing 
were fruitless and consideration 
was given to the disposal of 
equipment. 

“At Your Theater” 

The Greenbelt Theater kept 
busy, with the attractions shown 
on its marquee being changed 
several times a week. Some of 
the February movies were:
